The implicit declaration by 
the U.S. officials that there is no 
review of bombing policy pend­ 
ing appeared certain to be chal­ 
lenged soon after Congress con­ 
venes Jan. 10. 


Sen. J.W. Fulbright. D-Ark., 
chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee and critic 
of U.S. policy in the war. plans 
hearings on the subject. Ful­ 
bright aides said Tuesday they 
have no doubt he will call on 
Secretary of Defense Robert S.
